Great fire of Banstead destroys Waitrose - see pages 4-5 



Aftermath:The devastation the morning after Deadlines EP24281

Sixty residents were evacuated from 
their homes after Banstead’s Wait- 
rose was burned to the ground in an 
enormous fire. 

More than 100 firefighters tried to 
tackle the blaze after some of the 
store’s employees noticed black 
smoke coming from one of the rooms 
on the second floor and evacuated 
the building. 

Customers and staff were moved 
into the High Street when flames 
started engulfing the building. 

During the blaze a gas cylinder ex¬ 
ploded and sent roof tiles flying 
more than a 100 yards, shattering 
shop windows opposite. 

Four firefighters were injured in 
the explosion and the crew were 
forced to withdraw from the build¬ 
ing, before they could continue to 
tackle the flames. 

Ten fire engines and two ladder 
platforms were at the scene from Fri¬ 
day evening until Saturday morning 


trying to put out the fire which start¬ 
ed at 8.30pm. It took firefighters 15 
hours to tackle the flames and the 
fire was only extinguished at 
11.35am. 

Investigators are trying to discover 
the cause of the fire which is being 
treated as potentially suspicious. 


After the blast, 60 residents were 
evacuated from their homes by fire 
fighters and taken to Banstead Bap¬ 
tist Church nearby. When the church 
also became unsafe, residents - some 
carrying their pets - were taken to 
the Banstead Day Centre where 42 of 
them spent the night. 


Rosie Tickle, 17, a bakery assistant 
who was working when the fire 
started, said: “We were evacuated 
and went to the car park and we saw 
black smoke and then flames. It 
feels surreal that it all burned down, 
because when we were evacuated 
we did not think the fire was going 
to be that big.” 

Another member of staff who did 
not want to be identified said: “I fin¬ 
ished my shift an hour before it 
started. I live down the road and I 
felt the explosion so I walked up 
to have a look and it was already 
burning.” 

Reverend Paul Adams, the 
church’s pastor, said: “We had 
whole families and their pets com¬ 
ing here. We got some toys out for 
the children and bowls of water for 
the dogs. 

“People gathered in our auditori¬ 
um and we gave them tea and coffee 
and just waited, until it wasn’t safe 
to stay here anymore and they were 
all moved to the day centre.”

Hospital’s new drug 
helps save man’s life 


For one man, Christmas 
would be very different were 
it not for a wonder-drug that 
saved his body. 

“It is not just Christmas 
that has been saved, it is my 
life as I know it,” said Robert 
Ball, 65. 

Mr Ball was the first pa¬ 
tient at Epsom and St Helier 
hospital to receive stroke 
thrombolysis treatment and 
to be given the drug Al- 
teplase. 

The drug is part of a clot- 
busting treatment which is 
used to treat people who have 
had a stroke. 

Mr Ball, from Carshalton 
Beeches, suffered a stroke in 
his kitchen this year. The left 
side of his body was paral¬ 
ysed as he fell to to floor, 
crashing his head on the 
oven door on the way down. 

Mr Ball, who works as a 
Steward at Epsom race¬ 
course, said: “I rang my 
wife’s work and I could hard¬ 
ly speak. I don’t even know 
how they knew it was me.” 

Mr Ball’s wife Lynda called 
an ambulance and he was 
rushed to Epsom and St Heli¬ 
er Hospital. 

Doctors at the hospital de¬ 
cided to administer the treat¬ 
ment which was being 
piloted at the hospital and 


the results were miraculous. 

Mr Ball said: “One day I 
was in a hospital bed, the 
next day I was singing and 
dancing around. It was in¬ 
credible. I know of people 
whose lives have been turned 
upside-down after a stroke, 
but I am very lucky, and I 
want to thank my wife Lynda 
and all the staff at the hospi¬ 
tal. If I hadn’t received the 
treatment within two hours 
of the attack, it is probable 
that I would be disabled 
now.” 

Dr Ajay Bhalla, a consul¬ 
tant at Epsom and St Helier 
Hospital, said: “Thanks to 
the team effort, Mr Ball re¬ 
ceived immediate treatment 
and was given a drug to dis¬ 
solve a clot in the brain and 
help to restore blood flow. 
Robert had made a full recov¬ 
ery within 24 hours.” 

If left untreated, it would 
have meant a lengthy stay in 
hospital and would have left 
Robert inevitably disabled. 

Robert said: “I can’t pro¬ 
nounce the treatment, but 
that has saved my life. 
Christmas is going to be a lot 
better than it would have 
been.”

Bets off for Derby sponsor 


Epsom’s largest sporting event 
is facing setbacks after it failed 
to find a new sponsor and at¬ 
tracted the smallest entry in 
over a decade. 

The Epsom Derby still can¬ 
not find a replacement for 
Vodafone after it pulled out of 
the event it sponsored for 14 
years, last year. 

Nick Blofeld, managing di¬ 
rector of Epsom Racecourse, 
said: “I don’t really think that’s 
a major issue and I’m quite

confident that we will have a 
sponsor soon.” 

Epsom Racecourse’s ambi¬ 
tion was to find sponsorship 
before Christmas, but that aim 
became unrealistic. 

“We are still in discussions 
with a number of people, but 
we hopefully will be able to an¬ 
nounce a new sponsor early 
next year,” said Mr Blofeld. 


The Epsom Racecourse also 
announced the 2010 Derby 
entry attracted only 388 hors¬ 
es, which represents a fall in 
income of about £28,000 com¬ 
pared with the 474 entered 12 
months earlier. 

Smaller owners appear to 
have rejected the first entry 
stage, and four big owners - 
Coolmore, Godolphin, Sheikh 
Hamdan and the Aga Khan - 
account for 42 per cent of the 
entries for the 2010 race. 


Mr Blofeld said: “It seems 
like the smaller owners decid¬ 
ed to wait until the April and 
May deadlines to see how good 
their horses are and which 
chance they have to win.” 

But owners have nothing to 
worry about yet, as the prize 
fund of £1.25million was al¬ 
ready guaranteed by the Race¬ 
course for 2009.

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Drinker damages 
pub’s raffle car 


A disgruntled pub customer took his re¬ 
venge on the staff by destroying a £12,000 
car used as first prize in a charity raffle. 

Police are now hunting for the man after 
the incident at the White Horse pub in 
Epsom which left the car with £5,000 
worth of damage. 

The pub was raffling a new Kia 
Pro_Cee’d to raise money for the Hunting¬ 
ton’s Disease Association. 

It was parked in the pub car park to pro¬ 
mote the competition, when the angry 
customer allegedly rammed his own car 
into the prize, writing off both vehicles. 
The car was shunted so fast that it was 
moved across the pavement into the main 
road. 

Pub manager Stuart Downs said: “The 
man came in and was trying to get drinks 
off people and causing a nuisance. When 
he was basically told to shut up and get 
out he stormed off out the back door and 
that was it. Next thing we heard a big 
crash, and a bus driver came in to say 
what had happened. 

“I was upstairs when I heard the crash 
and I just thought ‘I hope it wasn’t him’. 
As soon as I saw the damage and part of 
his car on the floor, and heard the bus 
driver’s description of the car, I knew it 
was him.” 

The crash also caused £500 worth of 
damage to the pub’s wall and advertising 
board. 

Pub landlord Ben Walters, 35, organised 
the draw for the charity because it has 
helped his wife Megan, 36, who was re¬ 
cently diagnosed with Huntington’s. He

said he felt sick when he heard the crash. 

“My initial reaction was my jaw 
dropped, I couldn’t believe anyone could 
actually do that to a charity fundraising 
event. It is kind of a sick feeling.” 

Lovekyn Kia dealership, Ewell, had do¬ 
nated the prize and have replaced it. 

Mr Walters added: “I was dreading 
speaking to the car dealership but they’ve 
been absolutely fantastic. They took it all 
in their stride, they’ve put another car 
down there, and everything can continue 
- they’ve been a real hero for peace”. 

Mr Walters added: “He’d even bought a 
ticket for the draw, so he was fully aware 
of the cause we were trying to raise 
money for.” 

Lovekyn owner Andrew Shelly said he 
replaced the prize because: “I believe in 
the idea behind the fundraiser. It is not 
the fault of the owner that some person 
has decided to take a personal vendetta 
against one of his employees out on a car 
that does not belong to him.” 

He will seek compensation in a civil 
suit, and said the car could end up 
scrapped. Police confirmed they had 
found the offending car and are continu¬ 
ing in their efforts to trace the suspect. 

The prize draw will be broadcast on 
radio Jackie on 14 February Tickets cost 
£5 and are available from the White Horse 
and Lovekyn.

Wait rose set to move to 
abandoned Woolies site?

The burnt down Waitrose store 
in Banstead might operate 
temporarily on the Wool- 
worth’s site in the High Street, 
an MP claimed. 

Crispin Blunt, MP for 
Reigate and Banstead, said re¬ 
building Waitrose, after the 
Friday night fire which con¬ 
sumed the whole building, 
would take about two years. 

He said: “Waitrose might 
take the Woolies site temporar¬ 
ily. It’s rather obvious that if a 
big space from a store that is 
closing becomes available they 
should take it.” 

Mr Blunt also spoke of the 
economical impact the fire 
would have in Banstead. 

“Waitrose acts like a magnet 
for the High Street so the local 
shops will suffer without it,” 
he said. 

According to Waitrose, all 205

employees from the Banstead 
branch will be relocated to 
nearby stores in Coulsdon, 
Epsom, Worcester Park and 


Sander stead. 

Angela Worcester, a Waitrose 
employee, said: “I am gobs¬ 
macked. I got a phonecall from 
a friend who felt her house 
shake in the explosion. I came 
down and stood here and I 
can’t believe it. I don’t really 
know if we are coming or 
going. 

“They are trying to disperse 
us to different stores now over 
the Christmas period so hope¬ 
fully I am back at work but ob¬ 
viously not here. 

“So much has gone up. Per¬ 
sonal belongings, computers 
and all the goods. All the 
Christmas stock had come in 
this week and it is all gone. It is 
amazing. As far as we know 
they are going to pull it down 
and rebuild but we aren’t look¬ 
ing to come back here in 18 
months to two years.” 

A spokeswoman for Waitrose 
said: “We continue to work 
closely with the emergency 


services, loss assessors and 
forensic experts, however it is 
still too early to confirm the 
cause of the fire at our 
Banstead branch. 

“We would like to sincerely 
thank the emergency services 
for their support, and also 
local residents and businesses 
for their patience. 

“The store will be rebuilt 
however we are not yet in a po¬ 
sition to understand how long 
that might take. 

“Funds have been made 
available to local branch man¬ 
agement for any urgent needs 
of our staff or members of the 
community. 

“We will do everything we 
can to support those who need 
immediate help, and regret 
any inconvenience caused to 
them as well as the wider com¬ 
munity and traders.”

Visiting the scene on Monday 
Crispin Blunt, MP for Reigate 
and Banstead said: “They are 
treating this as a crime scene. 
They are trying to retrieve all 
the CCTV and the hard drives 
from the computers.” 

Councillor Joan Spiers, lead¬ 
er of Reigate & Banstead Coun¬ 
cil, said: “Reigate & Banstead 
Borough Council was asked to 
support the emergency ser¬ 
vices effort by opening a rest 
centre for sixty local residents 
evacuated from their homes, 
which we ran at the Banstead 
Centre in collaboration with 
Surrey County Council’s So¬ 


cial Services. 

“Forty-two local residents 
stayed overnight at the centre 
before being allowed to return 
to their homes on Saturday 
morning. 

“The council is continuing to 
offer support to residents and 
local businesses regarding 
public health and building con¬ 
trol matters.” 

Speaking after the fire, Assis¬ 
tant Chief Fire Officer Peter 
Guest said: “The crews have 
worked extremely hard to pro¬ 
tect the surrounding buildings 
to ensure that this fire didn’t 
spread further but I am afraid 
the building here is a total 
loss.”

Explosion sends debris 
flying from burning store 


For Banstead residents who had to be evac¬ 
uated from their homes during the Wait- 
rose inferno, Friday night had scenes that 
could have been from a disaster movie. 

Although nobody was injured in the fire, 
terrified locals who live in the High Street 
and flats surrounding the store had to be 
evacuated after an explosion sent debris 
flying 100 yards from the burning building 
and smoke started to spread. 

Jane Moon, 35, who lives in a flat above 
the funeral directors WA Truelove and 
Son, where she is the manager, said: “We 
were going out to a party but saw the 
smoke coming out of the store and decided 
to go back home. 

“When we got back, just as my husband 
was at the door trying to see what was 
going on, the explosion happened. 

“After that, the smoke was coming in so 
my husband said he had to go and get help. 
When I went downstairs, the fireman came 
in and told us to leave. I picked up one of 
the dogs and my husband the other one, 
then the fireman said ‘hold your breath 
and run’. I was absolutely terrified.” 

Mrs Moon and husband Derek were 
taken to the Baptist Church, like many oth¬ 
ers who were also told to leave their homes. 

She said: “We were all homeless. Some

All 60 evacuees were taken in by Rev¬ 
erend Paul Adams, a pastor at the Baptist 
Church, before being moved to Banstead 
Day Centre to spend the night. 

He said: “I got a call to say that one of our 
members, a lady who is incapacitated, was 
in a flat that police were trying to evacuate 
and we brought her here. Then everybody 
who had been evacuated was asked to come 
in to stay out of the rain and have a cup of 
tea or coffee.” 

“It was awful just waiting here. At some 
point they all had to be taken to the day 
centre, because the wind was gusting and 
the flames really high and it was unsafe to 
stay here.” 

Forty two residents, including Mr and 
Mrs Moon, spent the night at the day cen¬ 
tre and were only allowed back home at 
about 9am on Saturday.

“When we came back the shop, windows 
were broken, some ceiling tiles had fallen 
and the whole front of the shop had moved 
forward,” said Mrs Moon.

Loss of Waitrose could 
hit small businesses 


Shopkeepers in Banstead 
High Street were left with 
more than broken windows 
to worry about after the 
massive Waitrose fire. 

Several shops were hit by 
flying debris following the 
explosion of a gas cylinder 
during the blaze and had 
their windows shattered 
and walls cracked. WA Tru¬ 
elove and Son funeral direc¬ 
tors, across the road from 
Waitrose, was left with an 
estimated damage of more 
than £1,000. 

But there are now con¬ 
cerns about what will hap¬ 
pen to local businesses now 
the biggest store in the vil¬ 
lage has gone. 

Raj Chauan, 50, the man¬ 
ager of Johnsons dry clean¬ 
er which was hit said: “It’s 
awful because we are in a 
recession and Waitrose 
going is not going to help 
the local businesses at all. 


“It’s going to stop a lot of 
people coming into this area 
and that will be bad for the 
small shops.” 

Diane Green, charity shop 
manager, said: “I kept every¬ 
one away from here as we 
had our window blown out 
and stock damaged.” 

Resident and former Wait¬ 
rose employee Kate Bowles, 
61, said: “I’ve been living in 
Banstead for 35 years and 
can say that Waitrose is the 
heart of this village. Now 
that it’s gone I don’t know 
what’s going to happen to 
the other shops.” 

Crispin Blunt, MP for 
Reigate and Banstead said: 
“This will no doubt have 
economical impact on 
Banstead, especially this 
close to Christmas time.”

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Thief steals pensioner’s 
money while in hospital

A pensioner rushed to Epsom 
Hospital with breathing prob¬ 
lems had his winter fuel al¬ 
lowance stolen from his 
bedside. 

Alan Percy, 67, a retired lorry 
driver from Leatherhead, was 
taken by ambulance to the hos¬ 
pital last Wednesday evening 
with breathing difficulties. 

When he tried to buy newspa¬ 
pers and magazines the next 
morning, he reached for his 
bag and found £180 was miss¬ 
ing. 

He said: “I noticed the zip on 
my bag was a little bit open, 
then when I put my hand in 
where I keep lots of one and 
two pound coins, it was all 
small silver. 

“Then I saw my wallet, and 
thought it was unusual that 
the notes were at a twisted 
angle. I’d just withdrawn my 
£200 winter fuel allowance, and 
only had £60 left. 

Mr Percy said he thought the 
money was taken by an oppor¬ 
tunist thief while he was in an 
A&E booth. 

“Anyone can walk into A&E 
any time of the day and night. 
They’ve got no real checks, the 
security don’t bother. Whoever 
did it was very quick and 
smooth, because there were 
people around me all the time. 

“I hope it wasn’t the staff be¬ 


cause they’re lovely people.” 

Mr Percy is suffering from 
Chronic Obstructive Pul¬ 
monary Disease (COPD), 
which leaves patients with se¬ 
vere breathing difficulty. 

He said that he does not ex¬ 
pect to get his money back, but 
wanted to warn other people 
about hospital thieves. “It 
could affect some old person’s 
heart and near enough kill 
them. 

“I haven’t slept for the two 
days I’ve been home - I’m hav¬ 
ing nightmares about people 
breaking into the flat. 


“I used to taking care of my¬ 
self. Now that I can’t, it’s a bit 
of a culture shock.” 

A spokesman for Epsom Hos¬ 
pital said: “We are sorry to 
hear about Mr Percy’s con¬ 
cerns. 

“We take all claims of theft 
very seriously and our staff in¬ 
formed Surrey Police of the al¬ 
leged incident as soon as it was 
reported. 

“The trust does not have a 
policy to compensate its pa¬ 
tients for items which are lost 
or stolen on trust property 
unless it has been given to us 


for safekeeping.” 

A police spokesman said: 
“Sometime between 4.30pm on 
Wednesday, 10 December, and 
9am on Thursday, 11 December, 
a theft occurred at Epsom Hos¬ 
pital. 

“A 67-year-old man was re¬ 
ceiving treatment at Epsom 
hospital when he realised his 
wallet containing money had 
been stolen.”

Floods across Surrey closed 
down main roads and left 
some residents with water up 
to their welly-clad knees. 

Drivers faced treacherous 
conditions through Leather- 
head, with one wedding-goer 
spending three hours on a 30 
minute journey. 

Jamie Henderson, 32, said: 
“The flooding was terrible, 
I’m amazed no one died. 

“At about 6pm on Saturday 
evening, I was driving from 
London to a wedding 
in Ewhurst. 

“By the time I got to 
Leatherhead, the A24 had 
been shut off by police and 
all the traffic diverted. 

“On the smaller B-roads, 
puddles had become so deep

that waves of water were cas¬ 
cading over the top of the car 
each time a car passed in the 
opposite direction - one car I 
saw was in a ditch. 

“On every dip and turn in 
the road, pools of water were 
forming and you barely had 
enough time to react 
to them. 

“We finally arrived in 
Ewhurst, near Cranleigh, at 
9.30pm, so it took over three 
hours to do a 30-mile journey. 

“By the time we drove home, 
fog had descended, and it was 
so thick you could only see 10 
feet in front and behind you. 

“I was only able to do about 


everywhere 


20 mph, which annoyed the lo¬ 
cals, who were lining up be¬ 
hind me.” 

Beaufort Way, Epsom, was 
swamped by Saturday’s down¬ 
pours, a regular occurrence 
according to residents. 

Rob Tudor said that Surrey 
Highways - the part of the 
Council responsible for im¬ 
proving travel in the county - 
seemed unable or unwilling to 
take preventative measures 
for the future. 

A council spokesperson said 
the roots of a landmark wil¬ 
low tree at the entrance to 
Beaufort Way caused the 
floods, and revealed plans to 
cut it down. 

“Its roots have got into the 
surface water and foul 


drainage pipes, causing them 
to block. Last winter we 
cleared the pipes with a root 
cutter, but they have grown 
back. 

“In the next month or so, we 
will be cutting the roots cut 
again, which should solve the 
problem until next winter.” 

She added that the council is 
planning to replace the dam¬ 
aged pipes next financial year, 
at a cost of £40,000. 

She continued: “Unfortu¬ 
nately the tree will also need 
to be removed, to stop the 
problem happening again, but 
as it has some signs of disease 
this would probably have had 
to happen soon anyway.”

‘Cowardly’ attacker is Three Kings 
jailed for vicious injury in hip joint 


An Ashtead man found guilty of 
stabbing a teenager was jailed 
for three and a half years today. 

Unemployed Glyn McManus, 
24, of Brookers Close, was sen¬ 
tenced at Guildford Crown 
Court after a week-long trial 
last month. 

McManus stabbed a 19-year- 
old in the back during a fight in 
Daneshill, following an argu¬ 
ment at a football match. 

As the victim made his way 
home, he was followed by a 
group of people and assaulted 
by McManus in the early hours 
of September 16, 2007. The 
teenager was knocked to the 
ground and stabbed in the 
back. He suffered a punctured 
lung. 

Investigating officer Detective 
Sergeant Richard Hamlin, said: 
“This was a cowardly and vi¬ 


cious attack, which caused a se¬ 
rious injury to the victim. Even 
after more than a year, the 
young victim is still significant¬ 
ly affected by the attack. 

“This has been a lengthy in¬ 
vestigation due to the consider¬ 
able number of witnesses. 
Today’s sentence reflects the se¬ 
riousness of the offence, and 
sends a clear message, that Sur¬ 
rey Police simply will not toler¬ 
ate people who carry a knife 
unlawfully and we will crack¬ 
down hard on those who do. 

“I hope that the sentence 
given to Glyn McManus reas¬ 
sures the local community that 
Surrey Police is maintaining its 
success in tackling serious 
crime, and we are bringing 
more offenders to justice.”

The overgrown plants push¬ 


ing through the broken glass 
of the conservatory were cut 
back and the room will be 
transformed into an art stu¬ 
dio. 

Ms Weight, 51, said people in 
the area were anxious to see 
the house preserved. 

She said: “Quite a few people 
knocked at my door asking if 
I’d sell them one of the antique 
mirrors, of if I was going to 
open it up as a dance school. 

“I had to assure everyone I 
was going to restore it, rather 


than modernise it.” 

Ms Weight and her daughter 
Fay McCloskey, 23, have even 
kept the trunk they found in 
the attic containing old cos¬ 
tumes, ballet shoes and 
posters from Barbara Marks’ 
performances. 

Current classes now include 
tap, ballet, yoga, pilates and 
Bollywood belly dancing. 

Ms Weight also teaches an 
art class with her daughter. 

Weekend workshops and 
more classes are planned for 
the New Year’s grand opening, 
including a Charleston and 
mothers and baby’s dance 
class. 

A couple of people that come 
to the Old Dance Hall now re¬ 
member Barbara and came to 
her classes decades ago. 

Barbara’s niece, Tessa Lock- 
year, 66, was born in the house 
on Bute Road, and paid tribute 
her aunt as “incredibly pa¬ 
tient, kind and thoughtful”. 

She said she thinks Barbara 
would be pleased that the 
house is being kept with its 
artistic background. 

An open day is planned for 
Saturday, January 11. 

Prospective pupils can meet 
the teachers and people can 
have a look at the house. 

Ms Weight is keen to encour¬ 
age people to try a new type of 
class without having to com¬ 
mit.

‘US forces 
know he’s 
innocent’ 


A wife’s plea to release her 
husband held on terrorism 
charges in Iraq has led to an 
easing of his interrogation 
by American forces. 

Shereen Nasser, 24, a 
British research assistant, 
sparked international media 
interest after this newspaper 
printed her plea to American 
forces to free her husband 
from his Baghdad detention. 

Kadhum Ridha Al-Sarraj, 
29, who lives in Carshalton, 
was arrested on September 
15 after a heart monitor he 
created was allegedly mis¬ 
taken for a bomb. 

Mr Al-Sarraj, a salesman 
with medical equipment sup¬ 
plier Matana, is being held in 
Camp Cropper where Sad¬ 
dam Hussein was held prior 
to the death penalty 

Mrs Nasser said media at¬ 
tention on the case had since 
brought about a change in 
his treatment, with a new in¬ 
terrogator brought in to 
question him. 

She also claimed American 
forces had told him they 
knew he was innocent but 
could not release him be¬ 
cause of “procedure”. 

She said: “I spoke to him a 
few days ago and he said they 
had changed his interrogator 
and told him again that they 
knew he was innocent but 
couldn’t release him at the 
moment. I thank the Sutton 
Guardian for printing his 
story. He told me to keep on

doing what I’m doing. It 
seems to be having some ef¬ 
fect. But it’s been 13 weeks 
now and we are getting des¬ 
perate for him to be released 
soon.” 

Mrs Nasser said she be¬ 
lieved his MSc degree project 
measuring cardiac output 
fell into American hands 
after his family’s Baghdad 
home was burgled two years 
ago when the family fled the 
city. 

Mr Al-Sarraj’s device was 
stolen along with other be¬ 
longings and when the Amer¬ 
icans gained possession. 
They dusted it for finger¬ 
prints which then sparked a 
security alert when Mr Al- 
Sarraj returned to the coun¬ 
try to sell pacemakers. 

Member of Parliament for 


Carshalton and Wallington 
Tom Brake said Mr Al-Sarraj 
was “innocent until proven 
guilty and should have access 
to legal representation to 
allow him to fight his case”. 

But Major Neal V Fisher II, 
from the Task Force 134 unit 
in charge of detainee control 
in Iraq has said Mr Al-Sarraj 
was “a threat to the security 
of Iraq”. 

He said: “He was detained 
on September 15, 2008 under 
suspicion of terrorism and 
bomb-making charges. 

“His case has been re¬ 
viewed by a Combined Re¬ 
view and Release Board and 
is now awaiting trial in the 
central courts of Iraq.”

Gas charges hike 
fuels tenant anger

Angry residents besieged a 
meeting after hearing their fuel 
charge was going to double. 

Residents of the Shanklin Vil¬ 
lage, Brighton Road, Sutton, 
saw their bill for heating, hot 
water and cooking charges dou¬ 
ble from £8 to £16 this month. 

At last week’s meeting held at 
Shanklin Village Community 
Hall residents were out in force 
to protest at the hike. 

It prompted Independent 
councillor David Pickles to ac¬ 
cuse Sutton Housing Partner¬ 
ship (SHP) of treating residents 


on the estate as “second class 
citizens.” Coun Pickles said: 
“On top of a doubling of the 
charge for gas following a finan¬ 
cial shortfall, these people have 
had meters imposed on them 
without any say whatsoever. I 
was appalled that at the meet¬ 
ing that there were no senior 
housing officers present.” 

Coun Pickles has requested 
that another meeting be held on 
the estate at the earliest possi¬ 
ble opportunity with the key de¬ 
cision makers present. 

A resident who did not want 
to be named said: “We have 
been telling them [SHP] for 
years that we need new win¬ 


dows. They rattle when it is 
windy and let out so much heat 
it is ridiculous. They say they 
can’t afford to replace them, but 
they are spending over Elm on 
the gas pipe renewals.” 

The meeting was set up to dis¬ 
cuss the renewal of the estates 
gas mains - nearly £4,000 of 
which is set to be recouped from 
the estate’s individual lease¬ 
holders. 

One leaseholder, Ryan Drew, 
31 said: “This is heartbreaking. 
I want to know why I have to 
pay this £4,000, and how it is 
going to help me.” 

But the meeting was hijacked 
by protesters complaining 
about the gas hikes. 

Conservative Parliamentary 
candidate Phillipa Stroud said: 
“This extraordinary move is set 
to create more misery and anxi¬ 
ety for some of the most vulner¬ 
able members of our 
community The council should 
be seeking ways to freeze our 
expenditure, not freeze local 
residents.” 

A spokesman for the Sutton 
Housing Partnership, who man¬ 
age the estate said: “Since heat¬ 
ing charges were last changed 
back in July 2007, the price of 
energy has risen by some 120 
per cent. We eventually had no 
choice but to pass on the extra 
costs by raising tenants’ heat¬ 
ing and cooking charges.”

Economic renewal topped the agenda at 
the annual conference of the Sutton Part¬ 
nership, which comprises the borough’s 
key private, public and voluntary sec¬ 
tors, including Sutton Chamber.

10-point economic plan. It appears you 
are ahead of the game.” 


Invest in works 


The borough is to receive £5.3m for a 
major package of works including the 
regeneration of Sutton High Street and 
improvements to the centre of Walling- 
ton. Businesses are set to benefit from 
the area enhancements and additional 
customer attraction. Sutton’s alloca¬ 
tion is the fifth largest in London and a 
22 per cent increase on last year’s 
award from TfL. 

Paul Cawthorne, Chair of Sutton 
Chamber, said: “This is tremendous 
news and we are delighted that Sutton 
is a winner of the TfL funding. It will 
help with the regeneration of the town 
and villages in the Borough and en¬ 
courage more businesses to join the 
District Associations being established 
by the Chamber.”

Leaders send open 
letter to Chancellor

Business leaders have written to 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
to urge him to act now to help 
struggling south London busi¬ 
nesses through the next few 
months. 

The leaders of all of south Lon¬ 
don’s business chambers, which 
cover an area comprising some 
112,000 firms, said although the fi¬ 
nancial crisis is “top of the priori¬ 
ty list” for the Government, more 
intervention was needed to help 
businesses operating at a local 
level. 

Their open letter to Alistair Dar¬ 
ling praised the Government for 
acting quickly to reduce interest 
rates and VAT, but said: “The chal¬ 
lenges that remain are that real 
borrowing costs remain high with 
businesses paying on average 
about 7 per cent interest. 

“In addition, the ability to raise 
capital or even continue with 
existing overdraft arrangements 
is becoming more, not less, diffi¬ 
cult. 

“Finally, all the business sup¬ 
port that has been announced is 
passive and reliant on the busi¬ 
ness seeking help rather than 
being active and flexible. 

“They fail to deliver what busi¬ 
nesses really need, which is flexi¬ 
ble, direct support, advice and 
guidance, delivered to meet their 
needs.” 


The letter went on to explain 
where practical intervention 
could be given immediately. 

It called for existing borrowing 
arrangements to be protected, as¬ 
surances that new credit would be 
accessible and for a reduction in 
employers national insurance. 

Peter Pledger, chief executive of 
South London Business, which 
sent the letter on behalf of the 
chambers, said: “It is critical the 


Government now makes changes 
at local level. We have had the big 
announcements but that has not 
yet filtered through to many south 
London businesses which need 
help now, not in three months 
time.”

A guilt-free green Christmas 


Christmas is a time for indulgence. Although there are no quick fixes for the 
expanded waistline, one way to offset the blues is by having an 
environmentally-friendly Christmas. JAMES PEPPER tells you how 



Glow: Leaving Christmas lights on is a big contributor to CO2 


If you were to leave your Christmas 
tree lights on for 10 hours a day over 
the 12 days of Christmas you will 
have produced enough carbon diox¬ 
ide to inflate 12 balloons. 

To avoid this decorative and envi¬ 
ronmental catastrophe why not buy 
energy-saving light bulbs. LED 
Christmas lights can reduce power 
consumption and the energy cost by 
almost 90 per cent. A Wide range is 
available on the internet. 

Every year, we send about 1.7billion 
Christmas cards, that is the equiva¬ 
lent of 200,000 trees. One billion of 
these cards are thrown away. Use re¬ 
cycled cards, make your own or send 
a text or an email. 

It sounds impersonal, but the senti¬ 
ment is still there, and you can write 
as much as you want. After Christ¬ 
mas, take your cards to a Woodland 
Trust recycling point. 

Let mother nature decorate your 
home this year. Instead of wasting 
money on artificial decorations that 
don’t last five minutes, use organic, 
recycled or scrap materials, or even 
make your own. Try using popcorn, 
cinnamon sticks, bows, pine cones, 
gingerbread, berry’s or dried orange 
segments. 

If you want to capture the more tra¬ 
ditional Victorian ambience, try 
using beeswax, soy or natural veg¬ 
etable-based candles. These biode¬ 
grade and they are smoke free so are 
more eco-friendly. Paraffin candles 
are made from petroleum residue so 
do not do your health or the environ¬ 
ment any good. 

More than 83 square kilometres of 
wrapping paper gets binned every 
year. That is enough paper to wrap up 
Guernsey. Use recycled wrapping 
paper, and try to use ribbon or string 
instead of sticky tape. 

Buy ethical Christmas presents. In¬ 


stead of toys made in China how 
about a pollinating bee log, or a model 
car that runs on hydrogen fuel cells. 

Not everyone gets what they want at 
Christmas. Recycle your unwanted 
presents to charities. Local hospitals 
and hospices are often very pleased to 
receive unwanted smellies to give to 
patients. Also try sponsoring an ani¬ 
mal or give a membership to a charity 
or environmental organisation for a 
Christmas gift. 

Miles Owen from ecotopia.co.uk 
said: “Christmas has become the 
worst time of year for waste, with 
many households usually buying too 
much food, wasting paper on cards 
and wrapping and, ultimately, wasting 
money that does not need to be spent. 

“Taking time out to think about the 
environment, and others, at Christ¬ 
mas can prove beneficial both for 
your conscience and for your wallet - 
especially during these credit crunch¬ 
ing times where people do not have 
the cash to flash” 

Get your Christmas tree from a 
small-scale sustainable grower, or en¬ 
sure that the tree has Forest Steward¬ 
ship Council (FSC) accreditation, you 
can visit soilassociation.org/ 
Christmas for a list of producers. 

Also, choose a tree with roots so it 
can be replanted. If replanting is not 
an option, most councils run tree re¬ 
cycling schemes. Contact yours or go 
to letsrecycle.com You could even 
grow your own. 

Although artificial trees last for 
many years, they are made from 
metal and derivatives of PVC, which 
requires large amounts of energy to 
make, and also creates by-products 
such as lead, which can be harmful to 
both the environment and human 
health. 

The average life of an artificial tree 
is just six years, and they can go on to 


pollute a landfill site for many years. 
Most artificial trees sold in the UK 
are now made in Taiwan and China 
and so have additional energy costs 
including transport. 

Real trees are carbon neutral, 
which means they absorb as much 
carbon dioxide as they emit when 
burnt or left to decompose. 


Peter Danley, a landscaping expert, 
said: “One of the biggest misconcep¬ 
tions of the general public still today 
is that harvesting of Christmas trees 
is cutting down forests. 

“This is not the case. In its afterlife, 
a natural tree can be reused as 
mulch.” 

Batteries are a Christmas essential, 
however, they contain toxic chemi¬ 
cals and do not biodegrade. 

Try going for rechargeable ones in¬ 
stead or you could try a new inven¬ 
tion of AA size USB rechargeable 
batteries. By opening the cap and 
plugging it into a USB connector, you 
can recharge them anywhere there is 
a USB socket. 

Ten million turkeys are eaten every 
Christmas. If you can, try to make 
sure yours has been reared in hu¬ 
mane conditions. Organic turkeys 
taste better too. Also try to buy 
Christmas food locally, shopping at 
farmers markets or buying direct 
from the farmer is far cheaper than 
buying organic in the supermarket. 
Think of the benefits, the taste of 
chemical-free food, the reduction in 
food miles and CO 2 emissions, and re¬ 
duced dependence on oil. Buying lo¬ 
cally produced food also boosts rural 
jobs.

A development company called 
Woodcote Estates has applied 
for planning permission to 
build two blocks of flats for 
student accommodation in the 
quiet residential road of East¬ 
way in Epsom. Eastway is oc¬ 
cupied mainly by families with 
small children, and is also a 
main pedestrian route for par¬ 
ents and small children walk¬ 
ing to and from the two local 
primary schools in Pound 
Land and Stamford Green. The 
blocks of flats are intended to 
house at least 42 students, yet 
there will only be six on-site 
parking spaces.

Your newspaper has quite right¬ 
ly highlighted the issues sur¬ 
rounding the application for an 
adult entertainment licence in 
Epsom and Ewell. Such li¬ 
cences, if granted, allow for lap 
dancing, pole dancing and 
striptease. 

Whilst these are all legal ac¬ 
tivities, it cannot be right that a 
local authority’s licensing com¬ 
mittee, outside of London, can¬ 
not take the view that clubs 
providing such “entertain¬ 
ment” do not have a place in the 
local community 

It means that the local com¬ 
munity has no effective means 
of expressing its collective view 
on such establishments when, 


quite clearly, local democracy 
depends on people being able to 
voice their opinions and on 
councils being able to consider 
those views. 

The Government has recently 
announced plans to change the 
licensing laws so that licensing 
committees outside London will 
have powers to deal with adult 
entertainment establishments 
with the same degree of en¬ 
forcement as currently avail¬ 
able in London. 

Your readers must make their 
own judgment as to why Parlia¬ 
ment originally decided that 
people living outside the capital 
were worthy of less protection 
than in London. 


My colleagues on the Epsom 
and Ewell Licensing Committee 
have, quite rightly, stayed out of 
this debate and I know that they 
will deal with any application 
for an adult entertainment li¬ 
cence both impartially and 
within the law. 

However, I remain convinced 
that our towns and cities should 
be shaped as far as possible ac¬ 
cording to residents’ wishes, 
not by the presence of unwant¬ 
ed lap dancing clubs.

This year will be the first time I’ve 
hosted Christmas and I’m nervous. 

It’s not the fact that I’ll be 
involved in organising Christmas din¬ 
ner for eight (one husband, one expert 
cook niece in her 20s, her extremely 
hip and quite possibly hungover 
cousin, a friend who is supposed to 
give birth on December 24 and her 
Swedish husband, plus the frazzled 
parents of a fractious two-month- 
old), but that I still haven’t decided 
what to cook. 

My husband wants the world’s 
biggest turkey, but I’m not sure 
we can fit anything much bigger 
than a quail in our oven. In fact, 

I’m not even sure a turkey will fit 
through the doorway of our small 
one-bedroom flat. 

But, when I suggested having 
ham instead, his eyes lit up with a 
mixture of undisguised joy and 
greed. “Let’s have ham and 
turkey,” he cried. 

Thankfully, it’s much easier to decide 
what to drink. 

We’ve already agreed on starting the 
day at a respectable hour with fruit, 
brioche and bubbles. I think I’ll need a 
glass of Marks & Spencer’s Bluff Hill 
Sparkling NZ NV in my hand before my 
New Zealand-based in-laws start calling. 
If you’re a fan of the excellent Montana 
Lindauer Brut, this little Kiwi sparkler 
will definitely wake you up on Christmas 
morning. It’s £8.99 a bottle. 

If one of us gets a Christmas bonus 
however then we might treat ourselves to 
something homegrown. Bookers’ 2005 
Sirius Rose, a pretty pink sparkling wine 



produced in Sussex, would be suitably 
patriotic. It’s about £17.95 a bot¬ 

tle, available from selected Waitrose 
and Tesco stores. 

After opening presents and going for a 
restorative stroll in the park, we’ll 
greet our guests with more bubbles 
when they arrive in the early after¬ 
noon. 

The excellent Philippe Michel Cre- 
mant du Jura Sparkling Chardon- 
nay will go down a treat with 
smoked salmon canapes and it’s as 
cheap as chips at just £5.99 at Aldi. 
If you don’t fancy champagne, 
then fino sherry is an excellent 
appetite-sharpening aperitif. You 
can’t go wrong with the reason¬ 
ably priced and widely available 
Tio Pepe. It’s available from Tesco, 
Waitrose, Sainsbury’s, Morrisons 
and Asda, RRP £8.99. 

If a turkey ends up gracing our 
dining table, I’m favouring the 
white burgundy-esque Les Quatre 
Clochers Chardonnay Reserve 2005. This 
remains one of the best wines I’ve drunk 
all year, and it’s just £7.02 at Tesco. 

M&S’s Chateauneuf du Pape Le Fussier 
Blanc 2007 is more than twice the price at 
£14.99, but it’s worth it if you’ve got the 
cash to splash. 

Anakena Single Vineyard Viognier 2007, 
£8.99 at Thresher (three for two offer ap¬ 
plies) could be a good middle option. 
Viognier is a very underrated grape and 
this Chilean winery is doing increasingly 
well. 

When it comes to red wine and the big 
bird, I favour pinot noir. The low tannins 
won’t overwhelm the white meat, but the 


juicy fruitiness will stand up to the rich 
flavours. If you’re really pushing the boat 
out, head to M&S for Wild Earth Pinot 
Noir Central Otago 2006 (£17.99). This 
New Zealand pinot noir was judged the 
Champion Red at the International Wine 
Challenge and it’s a great example of the 
brilliant wine available from the rugged 
central Otago region.

NAMED AS REYNOLDS GATE IN HOMAGE 
TO WIMBLEDON FC 



The Worshipful the Mayor of the London Borough 
of Merton, Councillor Martin Whelton recently

Extreme measures 

Jonathan Crouch looks at the impact of bad weather on 
the roads and those who have to use them 



When temperatures are plummeting 
and forecasters are predicting rain, 
strong winds and even snow, the 
roads usually become a nightmare 
for motorists. 

Here are some important tips for 
us all to keep in mind when driving 
in extreme weather conditions. 

Driving in heavy rain and floods 

1. Stopping distances are at least 
double that of normal, dry roads so 
keep back from the vehicle in 
front for better visibility and in¬ 
creased thinking and stopping time. 
Spray can make visibility as bad as 
fog so slow down. See and be seen 
and make sure your headlights are 
on dipped beam - which is a 

legal requirement. 

2. If your tyres lose grip on the road 
because of excess water, known as 
aquaplaning, ease off the acceler¬ 
ator and slow down gradually. 

3. If you are driving through floods, 
drive slowly in first gear but keep 
the engine speed high by slipping the 
clutch, which will stop you from 
stalling. 


4. Try to avoid the deepest water, 
which is usually near the kerb, and 
don’t attempt to cross if the water 
seems too deep. 

5. Always remember to test your 
brakes when you are through the 
flood before you drive at normal 
speed. 

Driving in windy weather 

1. High-sided vehicles are most af¬ 
fected by windy weather, so be aware 
that strong gusts can blow 

them into your path, but high gusts 
can also throw a car off course. Be 
particularly aware of this on open 
stretches of road exposed to strong 
cross winds, or when passing 
bridges or gaps in hedges. 

2. In extreme windy weather, your 
vehicle may be affected by turbu¬ 
lence created by large vehicles, so 
keep well back from them and take 
extra caution when overtaking. 

3. Make sure, when driving in high 
winds, that both hands are in the 
correct position on the wheel - a 
sudden gust of wind can seriously ef¬ 
fect the vehicle’s stability and you 


will require maximum control to 
counter this. 

4. Controlling your speed is an im¬ 
portant factor - reducing your speed 
will provide additional stability. 

Driving in icy and snowy weather 

1. Whenever setting off on a long 
journey when the temperatures are 
freezing, ensure you have a blanket, 
a warm reflective jacket and possi¬ 
bly a flask of warm fluid in case of 
emergency. 

2. Driving on snow is dangerous but 
at least you know it is there. Driving 
on ice is even more dangerous, not 
just because it can be more slippery, 
but mainly because you often can¬ 
not see it and the thicker it is the 
harder it is to see. 

3. Black ice forms when running 
water or standing water freezes on 
the road and doesn’t automatically 
disappear when the sun comes out. 
Expect to find it on corners, bends 
and roundabouts that haven’t been 
warmed by the sun and it won’t take 
you by surprise when you do en¬ 
counter it. 


4. Good visibility is especially impor¬ 
tant when driving in snow, therefore 
it is essential to scrape off all ice and 
snow before making a journey. It is 
actually illegal to drive without good 
all-round visibility. Ensure all the 
mirrors are clear and the defroster 
has cleared the inside of the win¬ 
dows. Never use hot water to clear 
the windscreen as it can cause dam¬ 
age. 


5. Low winter sunshine reflecting off 
snow can be blinding, so keep a pair 
of anti-glare glasses in the car. 

Statistically, the end of the year 
is a bad time of the year for millions 
of motorists as the weather changes 
from the relatively mild autumn into 
the wintry months. Make a mental 
note of these safety tips and apply 
them with common sense - it’s all 
about managing your space.

THE i’s have it... Hyundai iload 



Once again, Hyundai brings a fresh standard of value to a 
fresh market sector. This time they've taken on the 
medium-sized Transit-style panel van market with their 
iLoad. Jonathan Crouch checks it out 
OK, so you've never heard of a Hyundai iLoad. Big deal. 
You've heard of Hyundai and you probably know that 
their cars offer high-quality, cost efficiency, long 
warranties and a decent driving experience. It's not a big 
step to transfer all those virtues to the van market. This 
South Korean brand claims that with this vehicle, they've 
a rear-wheel drive medium panel van that not only offers 
an impressive specification, but also has one of the best 
payloads and cargo areas in its class. Not bad for around 
£14,000. 

So your business is looking for a medium-sized panel van, 
something Ford Transit-sized. You've been given the job 
of deciding what to buy, so you get in all the shiny 
brochures. And sure enough, it all looks very impressive. 
Lots of equipment. Hi-tech features. Great if you're a big 
fleet customer and can get a fancy model at a fancy 
discount. But what if you just want one van and you've 
been given a minimal budget to buy it? This is where the 
problems start. 

Say your company has less than £14,000 to spend but you 
want to give Joe, your delivery driver, a few little comfort 
features to make his everyday job a little easier. Nothing 
too extreme - just air conditioning to take the edge off hot 
days, an aux-in point so he can plug in his i-Pod and a 
height-adjustable driver's seat. And of course, there's no 
point in ordering the smallest version, so bottom of the 
range payloads and loading capacities just won't do. In 
other words, you want an all-in panel van at an all-in 
price. If that's the case, you might very well want a 
Hyundai iLoad. 

It has plenty of power to move the heavy-ish loadsit can 
accommodate - its 2.5-litre turbodiesel produces 116PS 
(114bhp) and a decent 343Nm (2531b ft) of torque. This 


pulling power, around 50Nm more than most rivals', is 
available from just l,750rpm, meaning drivers can keep 
the engine speeds lower and help fuel consumption. Its 
strength low down in the rev range is perfect for getting 
weighty loads off the line or up steep inclines. Plus the cut 
and thrust of motorway travel is also greatly simplified 
when you've got this much of the good stuff under your 
right foot. 

"It's clear that you're getting a great deal more for your 
money with this van..." 

The engine's power is fed through the rear wheels, giving 
benefits in traction and manoeuvrability compared to 
front-wheel drive rivals. There's the usual diesel rumble 
at start-up but once operating temperatures are achieved, 
the iLoad goes about its business in a reasonably hushed 
manner. The driving position is nice and high affording 
good viability and easy access. The dash-mounted gear 
shifter has a nice, positive feel and the braking 
performance inspires confidence. 

Jump in behind the steering wheel: you'll see the cabin is 
typical Hyundai and pretty much identical to the brand's 
i800 people carrier (in the unlikely event that you've 
driven one of those). It's all neat and unfussy with dark 
grey plastics prevailing on every surface. The layout is 
simple but effective, with the dials and buttons you need 
feeling solid and falling easily to hand. Storage provision 
is good and the standard inclusion of twin side-loading 
doors makes accessing your cargo much easier. The full- 
sized glazed steel bulkhead also keeps the cabin pretty 
quiet too. 

Although the iLoad is packed with equipment, there is 
still plenty of room for cargo. Its overall payload is 
1062kg, while a load length of 2375mm, width of 1620mm 
and height of 1350mm allow enough space to comfortably 
accommodate two standard pallets. The overall load 
volume is 4.3 cubic metres. The interior feels hard wearing 
and while there's a signal absence of plush soft-feel 


plastics or nifty design 
touches, everything seems 
wipe clean and well thought 
through. 

Only one model, one engine 
and one trim level is being 
offered, so you won't have 
to worry about being short¬ 
changed. The standard 
equipment list puts many 
more expensive rivals to 
shame, with air 

conditioning, electric 

windows and mirrors, 
central locking, a CD stereo 
with aux-in connectivity, 
height adjustable steering 
column, driver and 

passenger airbags, height- 
adjustable driver's seat and 
seatbelts, twin side loading 
doors, a full-sized glazed 

steel bulkhead and masses _ 

of cabin storage. ESP 

stability control is the only (and very worthwhile) option. 
If your business needs to transport people as well as 
packages, a six-seat double cab model is offered as a 
special-order option. 

Hyundai don't have much of a back history in selling vans 
in the UK but that shouldn't prevent business customers 
seriously looking at the company's iLoad, especially 
when they consider the brand's recently impressive 
record of reliability and clever design in the car market. 
Compare this medium-sized panel van against obvious 
rivals like Ford's Transit or Volkswagen's Transporter and 
it's clear that you're getting a great deal more for your 
money. In these troubled times, there's a lot to be said for 
that.

“Hayden Bird gave me a call, 
and I was happy to rejoin 
Carshalton.
